Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The combination of different embodiments of the Huebner reference 
was discussed. It was generally agreed that what the Examiner was referring to as the compression engagement of the 
Huebner reference is not located on a distal end of the device, but rather the proximal end of the device. Also, it was 
generally agreed that the compression engagement of ref. 14 would not be capable of use with a screw with a head, as 
that found in ref. 21 . Further search and/or consideration will be necessary.
